to Issue bonds to pay for them. These 
lands, once acquired, shall be a part 
of the domain of the United S tates 
and may be disposed of as such. Upon 
the suprem e court of the United S tates 
is conferred the right to review the de­ 
cisions of the suprem e court of the 
Philippines, 
Municipalities are au­ 
thorized to issue bonds for m unicipal 
Improvements with the consent of the 
president and congress. 
The govern­ 
ment of tho Philippines is authorized 
to grant franchises and concessions, 
including the right of eminent domain, 
for the construction of works of pub- 
I lie utility.

Mont Pelee. 
T hey stood on the very 
edge of the (r a te r and looked down

This ascent w as m ade last Sunday, 
and It was the second tim e Prof Heil­ 
prin climbed the mountain. 
All the 
explorers arc in perfect health and 
spirits. 
No accidents occurred on tho 
trip to the m ountain, although th e ex­ 
plorers were exposed tq many ha rd ­ 
ships. 


Chicago, Ju n e 4.—-Chicago’s police 
were given a strenuous life yesterday 
by the striking packinghouse te a m ­ 
sters. 
From daylight until long after 
dark the bluecoats were kept busy dis­ 
persing troublem akers who congregat­ 
ed along the stree ts and in every con­ 
ceivable m anner placed obstacles In 
the way ol m eat dealers who endeav­ 
ored to move th eir supply wagons with 
non-union drivers. 
In spite of the 
striking team sters and their friends, 
33 wagonloads of m eat were delivered 
from the stockyards to down-town s t a - , 
tions. 
Before the task was accom ­ 
plished. however, a score of policemen . 
and rioters had been injured and fully 
50 persons had been placed under a r­ 
rest. 
Several of the injured were in 
such a serious 
condition th a t they 
were taken to hospitals. 
Two of the 
injured may die. 
When th* procession of wag ms left 
the packinghouse district they were 
guarded by a heavy detail of police, j 
As soon as the w agons emerged at the 
entrance of th e yards fully 500 en­ 
raged striae sym pathizers made a rush 
to overturn the conveyances. 
The po­ 
licemen drew (Ribs ar.J atter a hard 
struggle succeeded in scattering the 
mob. 
A fresh s ta rt was made, but 
before the wagons reached the down­ 
town district the mob, augm ented by 
hundreds of sym pathizers, m ade an­ 
o ther attack. 
In the fight th at follow­ 
ed revolvers w ere drawn. 
No person 
was shot, the police instead using their 
clubs indiscriminately, and a dozen 
or more people w ere hurt before th e 
march could be resum ed. 
W hen the 
central portion of the city was reached 
clashes between the police and the 
crowd became numerous. 
Streetcar 
traffic was an impossibility and it was 
necessary for several squads of police 
j to charge the crow d with batons be­ 
fore the wagons had reached the vari­ 
ous down-town houses. 
To add to the h ardens of the police 
departm ent 
1.300 drivers and their 
helpers employed by the State street 
general retail m erchandise departm ent 
stores wi ut on a strike., An attem pt 
was made to deliver d epartm ent store 
goods in the down town region late in 
the afternoon with non-union drivers 
under police protection but so much 
disorder developed th at the attem pt 
proved futile. 
Before the project was 
abandoned several n o te rs were hurt 
and m any 
arrests had been made. 
Bricks and stones were the weapons 
used by the crowd and the missiles 
wer* thrown with such effect th a t a t­ 
ter the fight was over dozens of big 
show windows in adjoining buildings 
were shattered. 
An attack mad*- last night on Win. 
Kiser, a non-union team ster employed 
J by Irwin Brothers at Harrison street 
! and Michigan avenue, resulted in a 
small riot in which several shots were 
fired and one man was severely woun I- 
cd by a stray bullet. 
Kiser claim s he 
fired the shots ic self-defense.
